the value of a 
universitv education 

The primfr aim of a UnivcnUy 
Education is the providing of a 
discipline Tor learning. This 
discipline should provide a me* 
thod for chinking and a context 
within which this thinking can 
be exercised. The undergradu- 
ate's role Is not to learn all he 
can about Economics. Philosophy 
or English but rather to train 
himself in such a way that he will 
be able to educate himself in 
these fields when he leaves the 
undergraduate level to go on to 
an employment or graduate 
studies. University Education 
i< a preparatory courac. 

Discipline in our society is 
frowned upon. It is equated with 
punishment and regarded as a 
restriction on freedom. This h 
so because we have become ac- 
customed 10 equating tolerance 
and freedom with licence. A 
child ia not taught self discipline 
in order that he may express his 

natural tendencies. The adoles- 
cent is not taught self •discipline 
in order not to give him any per- 
secution complexes which would 
lead him into delinquency. The 
artist is not required to discipline 

his art in order that he may ex- 
press his Very own* creativity, 
rhc undergraduate is reluctant 
to learn a discipline because he 
chinks it wilt prevent him from 
thinking freely. He wants to 
express himself and cries perse- 



cution when the profes-or im 
poses on his thinking an estab- 
lished point of view. 

The Jack of sclMiscipline in 
the child produces a spoiled boy 
or girt; In the adolescent, a mis- 
guided youth whose life is void 
of meaning and direction; in the 
artist a subjectivist who fails to 
communicate because he has 
nothing to express and if per 
chance he does have something 
to say then he cannot do so be- 
cause he has no medium wherein 

to work; and in the undergradu- 
ate, a wretched individual who 

goes through the motions oF de* 
velopmetu without realty know- 
ing why. The undergraduate is 
in University because it is the 
next step after High School and 
without a degree, jobs are more 
difficult to obtain and pay less. 
These are more or less .valid 
reason*. But. the fact that you 
are in University does not mean 
you know anything or that you 
will by the time you leave here 
with your certificate. Learn now, 
you have a long way to go before 
you become educated and know 
things. Learn now, essays, tests* 
and compulsory readings arc not 
things to be simply passed or 
done because they have to he 
handed in but rather they are 
training for your intellect. Learn 
that a question which is particu- 
lar is not a restriction but rather 
a freedom. Learn that became 
men have no natural instincts to 
guide their intellectual lives thev 
require to learn rules and rcgu* 
latiom and it is these that con* 
ititutc discipline and this is the 
purpose of your stay here* 



Western Co-Eds Woo the Pill 



LONDON <CUP) — The head 
of the University of Western On* 
carlo** health services department 
has denied his department is dis- 
tributing birth control pills to 
Western co-eds. 

When told two female report- 
ers from the student newspaper. 
The Gazette, had obtained pre* 
script Ions for the pill, Dr. R, J. 
Bowcn said* "If any pills have 
been given, they havet been on 
the advice of specialists" 



But both girls said they had 
not consulted another physician 
before going to the health ser- 
vice. 

The first reporter, who claimed 
to be suffering from menstrua L 
cramps, said she was given a one- 
month suppty of Ovulen, a type 
of birth control pill. The second 
girl, who requested the pill for 
birth control purposes, said she 
received a three-month's supply 
renewable for nine months.

LONDON (CUP) — The Unh 
versity of Western Ontario's sen- 
ate broke tradition here recently 
when it decided to allow a stu* 
dent observer to sit in on its 
next meeting. 

The decision, termed M a token 
thing" by students' council presi- 
dent John Patrick* failed to satis- 
fy council members who have 
been agitating for increased 
student participation in decision 
making, 

"It's a very, very disheartening 
situation," said Patrick, referring 
to the apparent rejection by the 
board of governors of a council 
proposal for representation of in* 
tcrested groups, including stu- 
dents, on the sena te-board Liaison 
committee which will recommend 
changes in Western's constitu* 
tlon. 

Patrick says he feels the board 



hasn't realized the council's main 

contention — that all university 
members should participate in its 
governing. 

Meanwhile, council *ayi U is 
planning to appeal directly to 
students in a pamphlet 10 be 
mailed out next week.
